It  is  upon  the  thirsty  ground 
that  He  pours  out  streams  of  water,  and  this 
anxious  longing  for  the  grace  of  God,  this 
(muttered  expression  of  the  heart  in  view 
of  the  situation  of  the  ungodly  this  impulse 
' to  renewed  self-consecration,  this  desire  that 
cannot  be  satisfied  hut  by  fre.pient  turning 
aside  to  pray,  this  t*  God’s  own  appointed 
sign  that  His  Spirit  is  brooding,  as  in  the 
beginning,  upon  the  face  of  Ihe  dark  and 
troubled  waters  ami  preparing  for  the  ut- 
terance of  the  mighty  creative  words:  “Let 
there  lie  light!” 

•(.  I know  of  no  I letter  evidence  of  mir 
adoption  than  this:  That  such  deifres  an* 
ours.  They  Hre  the  first  fruits  of  the  Spirit 
and  the  earnest  of  our  future  inheritance. 

To  he  full  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  this  is  a 
foretaste  of  heaven.  I do  not  envy  the 
, Christian  who  never  knows  this  blessing, 
and  has  no  consciousness  that  the  Spirit  has 
ever  helped  his  infirmities  and  turned  his 
weak  supplications  into  the  joy  and  strength 
of  assured  divine  communion.  I will  not 
say  that  one  who  is  destitute  of  any  such 
experience  is  destitute  of  the  grace  of  (J..d, 
for  I know  not  how  low  measure  of  piety 
Christ  may  see  to  he  still  real.  I know 
that  many  n prayer  uttered  in  the  uncon- 
sciousness of  the  Spirit  s presence  is  yet  in- 
spired by  Him  for  He  is  the  source  of  every 
holy  desire.  But  this  too,  I know,  namely, 
that  a conscious  presence  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
a conscious  help  of  the  Spirit  in  prayer-  - >, 
is  the  privilege  of  the  Christian,  and  if  so. 
must  he  his  duty  to  live  in  possession  of  it. 

For  to  have  the  spirit  of  prayer  is  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  to  have  the  Spirit  of  (Jod 
within  us.  helping  us  in  our  intercessions, 
and  this  gift  of  the  Spirit  has  lawn  purchas- 
ed for  Ilia  church  by  the  death  of  the  Sa\ 
ior.  Every  believer  in  Christ  without  ex- 
ception may  enjoy  the  rich  blessing  of  that 
gift.  The  possession  of  it  is  not  de|>endent 
on  natural  temper  or  iutelleetual  culture  or 
past  worthiness  of  life.  I„  Spite  of  our 
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weak  ills  and  unstable  hearts,  we  may.  have 
it ; indeed,  if  these  are  our  |ieculiar  infirmi- 
ties, we  cannot  do  without  it  Not  to  have 
the  Spirit  within  us,  which  will  give  us  en- 
joyment in  God's  service  and  power  in  pray- 
. r,  after  all  this  large  provision  for  its  sup- 
ply, is  an  inexcusable  neglect  of  God ’a  great- 
est and  most  precious  gift.  Indeed,  when 
we  consider  how  greatly  our  lawfulness  is  im- 
paired by  the  iHck  of  our  spirit  in  our  hearts, 
and  how  great  influence  for  God  we  might 
exert  if  we  once  |*>ss'-ssed  it,  d.H-s  not  its  at 
tniimifiit  seem  worth  any  effort  or  sacrifice  1 
Does  not  the  continuance  of  many  formal 
prayers  seem  a great  siti  against  God? 
Would  to  God  that  we  might  bn-ak  over 
these  liounda  of  aeltishin-ss  which  narrow 
dowu  the  wide  acojie  of  religion  till  it  Ih-- 
eomes  altogether  a matter  of  our  own  |ier- 
snnal  salvation.  Would  to  (Jod  that  a new 
baptism  of  the  Spirit  might  give  us  such  love 
for  souls  and  desire  for  their  salvation  that 
they  should  bring  them  one  by  one  and  lav 
them  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  as  they  brought  the 
paralytic  if  old,  with  the  steadfast  assur- 
ance the  while  that  in  answer  to  our  prayers 
Jesus  would  pity  and  In-al  them. 

4.  1 know  that  there  are  many  who  de- 

sire to  gain  and  keep  this  spirit  of  prayer. 
But  how  to  get  it,  that  is  their  '|uestion.  Re- 
solve then  first  of  all,  that  with  God's  help, 
you  will  (Hit  to  the  te^j  His  promise  that 
more  readily  than  earthly  parents  give  good 
gifts  to  their  children.  God  will  (jive  His 
Spirit  to  those  that  ask  Him  Make  tins, 
(hen.  the  grand  object  of  vour  thoughts  ami 
efforts,  and  rest  not  till  the  blessing  is 
yours.  You  may  not  gain  the  strong  as- 
surance of  the  Spirit’s  presence  with  you 
all  at  once.  Sympathy  with  (Jod  and  con- 
fidence in  him  are  plants  which  are  Rooted 
only  through  many  trials;  and  after  the  con- 
scious presence  of  the  Spirit  is  once  gained, 
it  may  In*  lost  easily  by  self-trust,  vanity, 
neglect,  transgression.  You  must  not  seek 
it  for  an  experiment  or  as  a gift  to  In-  en- 
joyed for  a time,  put  to  some  special  use 
and  then  thrown  away.  No;  if  the  Holy 
Spirit  enters  the  soul,  it  is  to  abide  there, 
and  to  reign  supreme  there.  And  before 
He  give.  Himself  to  you,  you  must  give 
yourself  to  Him. 

Come  then,  eternal  Spirit,  come 
Krom  Heaven,  thy  glorious  resting  plaee

•>.  It  i,  wonderful  that  any  door  should 
l»e  barred  agaiimt  the  entrance  of  this  sub- 
lime  divine  guewt.  yet  there  are  many  hearts 
that  exclude  him.  Everyone  of  us,  wheth- 
er saint  or  sinner,  might  have  his  inward 
presence  if  we  so  willed  it.  Even  now,  in- 
deed, in  the  reproof  of  conscience  and  half- 
inclination to  yield  our  will  to  His,  wc  see 
the  evidence  of  His  willingness  to  come  and 
dwell  with  us.  This  evidence  would  la- 
st ronger  if  we  did  not  repress  the  desires 
which  He  excites  within  us.  You  may 


judge  how  great  iHu  desires  *re  for  men's 
salvation,  by  ala!  intense  longings  and  un- 
Uttirabh  sigbmira  With  which  He  * unetitiies 
tills  the  hearts  of. ('hriMiau*  There  is  great 
danger  that  you  iliay  so  grieve  Him  by  your 
repeated  refusals,  that  H.  will  never  come 
to  you  again.  l|ow  fearful  a thing  to  pro 
vokc  that  Spirit  who  alone  egn  inspire  you 
to  pray  or  others!  to  pray  for  you,  when  you 
know  that  w ithout  prayer  you  can  never  be 
saved!  Then  hjt  Hun  luto  )our  heart  to- 
day 1 When  you  go  to  your  homes,  kneel 
down  and  invitij  Him  to  abide  there.  If 
you  ask  Him  sum  j-rely,  lie  will  not  delay,  but 
swifter  than  them  mgs  of  the  wings  and  as 
viewless,  too,  ll|  will  come  (o  help  you -in 
vour  prayer,  anil  assure  you  of  your  own 
salvation.  Butt  stop  not  there.  The  gift^ 
of  that  Spirit  ujakes  you  a spiritual  priest 
to  offer  up  spiritual  sacrifice  mid  intercession 
for  others.  Aa  Aaron,  when  he  went  to 
God,  won-  upo^i  his  breast  the  glittering 
breast  plate  of  many  colored  stones  engrav- 
ed with  tie  nanies  of  (lie  children  of  Dr.i<l, 
so  do  you  l-enr  ikpon  your  heart  the  name  of 
this  one  and  tluit  one  who  is  now  a stranger 
to  Christ,  and  liy  the  help  of  the  Spirit, 
make  daily  interccMaion  to  (iod  for  them.

Piraeus,  on  the  southern  coasts  of  ( l recce, 
was  the  next  stop.  Already  the  ruins  of 
the  .Acropolis,  though  shorn  of  its  glory,  can 
lie  seen  standing  proudly  on  the  hill  top  ov- 
erlooking Athens,  nine  miles  away  A beau- 
tiful city  is  Athens,  adorned  with  its  marble 
buildings,  marble  halls,  marble  floors,  mar- 
ble pavements.  marble  everywhere!  The 
immense  stadium  on  which  the  Olympian 
guinea  are  played  is  surrounded  by  an  ob- 
long amphitheater  of  six  thousand  seats  ris- 
ing by  tiers  made  of  pure  marble.  Around 
the  aeropoline  hill  are. the  ruins  of  the  an- 
cient temples  of  Jupiter  and  Theseus,  im- 
mense columns  of  solid  granite,  stately  in 
their  bearing,  standing  there  proudly  span- 
ning countless  years  of  time.  If  they  could 
hut  kjx*ak,  they  would  tell  a marvelous  sto- 
ry of  the  achievements  of  a wonderful  people 
who  lived  in  the  centuries  long  gone  by. 

Here  lived  such  spirits  as  Aesculapius. 
Sophocles,  Demosthenes  ami  Alexander  the 
Great.  The  very  atmosphere  is  laden  heavy 
with  their  memory.  When  one  stands  on 
tjie  hill  amidst  the  ruins  of  th-  finest  arch- 
itecture the  world  has  ever  seen,  he  seems 
to  get  a vision  of  tin*  world  that  lay  docile 
at  his  feet  and  W'onders  not  that  he  wept 
because  there  were  no  more  worlds  to  con- 
quor.  Ah.  proud  Athens!  thy  people  are 
not  today  what  they  onee  were, "hut  they 
are  happy,  genial  and  lovable,  and  this  trav- 
eler will  always  be  glad  that  his  footsteps 
have  been  led  thy  way. 

Having  already  seen  Italy,  a straight 
course  was  taken  by  the  traveler  to  the 
coasts  of  Southern  France,  thence  over  into 
Switzerland,  to  Geneva  ami  Lucerne  where 
no  more  hoantiful  sights  can  he  seen  on  the 
earth.  As  he  beheld  that  snow  clad  range 
beyond  t lie  deep  blue  of  the  lakes  he  un- 
derstood as  never  before  how  “Beyond  the 
Alps  lies  Italy.”  Swinging  hack  across  the 
border  of  Germany  he  passed  through  the 
famous  black  forests,  then  again  into  France 
and  up  to  gay  Paris  where  several  delight- 
ful days  were  spent,  thence  over  to  London, 
the  metropolis  of  the  world. 

Among  the  many  pleasnnt  experiences  in 
London,  only  two  will  he  mentioned;  the  one 
of  attending  a welcome-home  service  for 
Gipsey  Smith  in  tin*  Wesley  Tabernacle, 
where  addresses  w'erv  given  by  our  own  bre- 
thren. Drs.  Clifford  and  Meyer  whose  hands 
the  traveler  had  tin*  pleasure  of  grasping; 
the  other  of  attending  a sendee  at  the  great 
Spurgeon’s  Tabernacle  and  for  a few  brief 
moments  to  stand  upon  the  rostrum  where 
the  immortal  Spurgeon  was  wont  to  preach 
his  great  sermons,  and  give  cordial  greet- 
ings from  America  and  receive  in  turn  the 
same  from  Pastor  Dixon  and  his  people. 

But  now  here  we  are  nearing  New  York. 
We  have  made  a detour  to  the  south,  em- 
bracing nearly  one  thousand  miles  more  than 
the  ordinary  path  from  Liverpool,  in  order 
to  avoid  all  possible  risk  of  icebergs  and  yet 
we  have  crossed  the  Atlantic  ocean  in  less 


than  six  days!  lint  we  are  on  the  “Lusi* 
tania, ’ ’ one  of  the  twin  greyhounds  of  the 
deep.  As  we  stand  here  watching  the  sky- 
scrapers rising  up  out  of  the  horizon,  we  can 
scarcely  restrain  the  tears  of  gratitude  that 
the  Lord  has  spared  us  from  the  awful  fate 
of  the  Titanic  ami  that  we  htc  home  again!

Meeting  Place  of  Convention. 

It  is  a matter  of  gratification  that  the 
Baptist  World  protests  against  the  meetings 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  being 
held  in  church  buildings.  The  further 
thing  that,  is  needed  is  that  there  shall  be 
more  protests  from  influential  sources  until 
such  conditions  of  meeting  as  have  recently 
obtained  shall  U-  impossible.  It  would  real- 
ly seem  silly  to  try  to  hold  a great  repre- 
sentative convention  ami  mass  meeting  in  a 
church  building  that  hardly  suffice*  for  the 
church’s  own  Sunday  audiences.  Certainly 
the  aim  of  the  convention  can  never  lx*  real- 
ized by  such  dncctings.  Visitors  from  the 
churches  throughout  the  hounds  of  the  con- 
vention are  left  in  the  streets  and  citizens 
of  the  places  where  the  body  convenes  esn  ' 
only  attempt  to  see  the  convention  ns  it 
tramps  al*out  the  streets  in  badges,  or  loi- 
ters around  hotel  lobbies  or  crowds  impro- 
vised dining  halls  and  lunch  counters. 

The  idea  should  Ik*  given  up  that  every 
pretentious  city  or  congressional  district  in 
the  Smith  must  have  the  convention.  Meet- 
ing places  must  he  chosen  with  a view  to 
promoting  the  high  ami  holy  purposes  of  the 
convention  and  not  to  please  a few  ambitious 
pastors  who  are  anxious  to  get  the  nunual 
meeting. 

The  convention  is  not  too  large;  the  build- 
ings offered  from  year  to  year  are  frequently 
too  small.  Sometimes  they  an*  too  large 
and  wholly  unfitted  for  the  purposes  of  such 
a body.  It  is  easily  jMissible  to  secure  suit- 
able buildings  and  proper  locations  for  an 
nual  meetings,  hut  many  places  would  nec- 
essarily he  eliminated.  The  whole  question 
may  he  solved:  1.  By  one  central  meet- 
ing place.  Undoubtedly  any  one  of  sev- 
eral centrally  located  cities  would  he  glad 
to  arrange  just  what  we  want.  There  are 
objections  that  may  he  urged  to  meeting  in 
the  same  place  each  year,  hut  there  are 
many  advantages.  2.  By  dividing  the  ter- 
ritory into  districts  an<l  rotating  the  moet- 
ings  from  year  to  year,  giving  each  section 
its  turn.  Dr.  O.  F.  Gregory  recently  gave 
a very  good  plan  of  this  kind  in  the  Relig- 
ious Herald.  Suitable  offers  could  he  got- 
ten from  cities  ill  each  of  these  divisions  anil 
th»*  convention  could  1m>  practically  located 
and  taken  care  of  and  no  section  monopo- 
lize the  meetings.  3.  By  conferring  with 
local  committees  from  cities  with  suitable 
buildings  and  others  which  would  provide 
them.  A list  of  such  places  could  he  kept 
at  hand  for  information  of  the  members  of 
the  convention.  The  list  could  lie  added  to 
as  additional  cities  might  assure  the  body 
that  the  required  meeting  place  would  lie 
provided. 

With  a number  of  places  offering  satisfac- 
tory buildings,  stress  could  be  laid  on  hotel 

* t t 

and  other  accommodations.  No  doubt  the 
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various  considerations  that  are  neeeasary  to 
make  the  lx-st  possible  convention  session 
could  he  milch  more  easily  obtained 

The  remarks  of  the  editor  of  the  Relig- 
ious Herald  are  sensible  and  furnish  a go.xl 
basis  of  action.  “But  why  not  select  a 
group  of  central  cities  and  stick  to  them T 
The  notion  of  moving  alxmt  for  the  Ix-nctit 
of  a locality  docs  not  appeal  to  lls.  Tin* 
h«xly  is  t>H>  important  mow  for  ns  to  be  guid- 
ed by  considerations  of  this  sort."

But  the  minister,  although  pained,  kept 
on.  “Do  you  remember,”  he  said,  “this  in- 
cident in  the  life  of  Jesus?

So  far 
as  1 can  remember,  nothing  happened  to 
the  village.” 

“No.”  the  minister  agreed,  “nothing  hap 
pened.  People  put  out  their  lights  and 
went  to  bed  as  usual;  the  next  morning  they 
rose  just  as  they  always  did.  Nothing  hap- 
pened, indeed;  no  siek  were  healed,  no  new 
parable  was  s|>oken.  no  new  disciple  found.

Boll  Weevil.  ; 

Dr  B L Moss.  State  ai|<«t  for  the  j 
farm  demonstration  world,  has  writ- 
ten a letter  for  distribution  through- 
out the  district.  He  aSM: 

"The  history  of  the  ^>oll  weevil 
shows  that  Its  normal  ttmjr-  tor  fnitt- 
gence  from  winter  quarters  and  Its 
appearance  on  the  young  cotton  la 
about  the  latter  part  of  May  or  the 
first  of  June  .and  If  voji  have  not 
found  them  already  in  jour  cotton 
Helds.  It  can  only  bq  a question  of  a! 
short  time  until  you  do. 

•‘Please  bear  tn  mlndj  that  their 
appearance  at  thla  time' should  be  no 
occasion  for  alarm;  but,  on  the  other 
hand.  It  should  be  a signal  for  the 
commencement  for  an  attaik  upon 
them  by  picking  and  burnjlng  all  wee- 
vtla  and  punctured  equates  that  ap- 
pear. 

“Watch  for  the  adult  vteevtl  In  the 
bud  of  the  young  cotton  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  for  tt  ta  there  that  they 
will  be  found.  Bucking  Ihe  tender 
leaves  and  waiting  for  jthe  squares 
to  appear. 

"As  aoon  as  the  small  square#  be- 
gin to  show  that  they  aile  punctured 
and  eggs  are  laid  In  them,  tn  the 
course  of  two  or  three  weeks  young 
weevils  hatch  out  from  Ipese  squares 
and  take  up  the  work  ofj  destruction. 
From  thla  tt  will  be  seen  that  the 
destruction  of  a few  Weevtla  early 
In  the  season  means  thj  prevention 
of  very  heavy  toss  fronj  them  later 
on.  J 

HAS  WORKED  AMONtJ  WEEVILS 

“The  writer  ha#  worked  for  sev- 
eral years  In  boll  weevil  territory 
and  has  no  hesitation  Inj  stating  that 
picking  weevils  go  far  tjnward  Insur- 
ing a profitable  cotton  |rrnp.  On  the 
other  hand  the  neglect;  of  these  es- 
sentials will  certainty  ijeault  tn  fail- 
ure under  weevil  condition#. 

“Do  not  be  afraid  ofl  the  expense 
of  this  extra  work,  for  [you  will  find 
that  the  cotton  can  tjp  gone  over 
once  a week  and  carefully  Inspected 
for  weevils  and  punctured  squares 
from  June  1 until  August  1 for  a 
total  cost  of  not  more  jhan  $2  to  $3 
per  acre.  And  bear  In  mind  that 
tht#  practice  will  certainly  result  In 
a very  profitable  Injrease  In  the 
crop. 

“From  now  on  therei  are  three  es- 
sentials In  making  rottjn  under  wee 
vlj  conditions  first,  pldklng  the  wee- 
vils; second,  picking  Ihe  punctured 
squares;  third,  frequent.  Intensive 
cultivation,  kept  up  a»  late  as  possi- 
ble.” ' .
